out contradiction, they would be enti- 
tled to tho presidency of the Conecn 
tratod Lio Co , of Docatnr. Occasion 
ally we see a grave, caused by tho 
arrow of an Indian, or from sickness 
who gave up their fainting spirit to tho 
God who Kftve it. 


North Bend wo will now speak of as 


being surrounded by n fine agriculture 
country, with luxuriant crops.

lovely plains, clothed with verdure ant 
decked wioh flowers, fill the mind with 
lovo and veneration for the Creator 
leaving on tho heart an impression o: 
a joy and beauty whiuh shall last for 
ever. 


We now reach Columbus, the county
